1 . An applicant-initiated interview was held on Monday, June 4 th , 2007 with attorney 
James Okamoto, examiner Claire Wang and SPE Joseph Mancuso. 

2. Examiner suggests the following amendments to claims 1 and 7-9: 

a. As to claim 1 : 

i. Change "predicting a prior frame" to "predicting a prior 
unidirectional predicted (P) frame; and "predicting a subsequent frame" to 
"predicting a subsequent unidirectional predicted (PE) frame. 

ii. Change the prediction of the prior frame to depend on only one 
keyframe and not dependent on any other keyframe directly or indirectly. 

iii. Change the phrase "the keyframe" to "said keyframe." 

b. As to claim 7-9, it appears said claim set may be restricted out as a 
combination-subcombination usable together. Examiner suggests filing claims 7- 
9 in a separate application. 

3. The proposed amendments appear to overcome the reference Hyodo et al. and 
would necessitate additional searching and consideration. Thus, the proposed 
amendments would not be entered in the after final.
